No. O.17011/9/71-GOP. — The Government of India 
notified a scheme of guarantees to enable the holesale Con- 
sumer Cooperative Stores and State and National Federations 
of Consumer Cooperatives to secure adequate working capital 
from banking agencies in their Notification No. 1-25/65-CC 
dated the 27th May, 1966. Under this Scheme, a limited 
guarantee, for a temporary period, is provided to Apex and 
District Central Cooperative Banks and to any bank included 
in the Second Schedule of the Reserve Bank of India Act, 
1934, in respect of secured advances made by them to these 
cooperative societies. The Scheme is operative upto the 31st 
December, 1971. 

2. The question of continuance of a guarantee scheme was 
considered by the Government of India, having regard to the 
need of the Consumer Cooperatives for credit facilities from 
banks on reduced margins, and the recommendations made 
in this behalf by the Conference of Registrars of Cooperative 
Societies held in September, 1970. and of State Ministers of 
Cooperation held in October, 1970, and it has been decided 
to operate a scheme of guarantees, with some modifications, 
for a further period from 1-1-1972 to 31-3-1974. In pursuance 
of this decision, the Government of India will consider enter- 
ing into agreements with the aforesaid banks on the following 
terms and conditions : 

3. The Central Government guarantee will be available 
only in respect of secured loans and advances granted for 
specific periods .with the prior approval in writing of the 
Surety, against pledge or hypothecation of goods, which would 
include book debts, securities, investments and other movable 
property, before the 1st April, 1974, to Wholesale Consumer 
Cooperative Stores and State and National Federation of 
Consumer Cooperatives. The banks have to keep a margin of 
10% onlv on such loans and advances. The amount of the 
Central Government’s guarantee in. respect of any such loan 
or advance to any society will be limited to : — 

(i) 25% of the amount of all loans and advances 
actually outstanding on the books of the Bank 
against the society on the date on which the notice 
of demand is issued by the Bank in accordance with 
the terms of the agreement; 

OR 

(iD Rs 75 lakhs (Runees seventvfive lakhs') in the case 
of the National Federation, Rs. 50 lakhs (Rupees 
fifty lakhst in the case of a State Federation and 
Rs. 25 lakhs (Rupees twentvfive lakhs) in the case 
of a society having its principal place of business in 
Greater Bombay. Calcutta Madras, Delhi, Hydera- 
bad, Ransralore or Ahmedabad and Rs. 15 lakhs 
(Rupees fifteen lakhs) in the case of any other 
society, whichever amount is less, 


4. The guarantee in pursuance of this Notification will be 
available only in respect of secured loans and advances 
granted, for speci fic periods, with the prior approval in writ- 
ing of the Central Government before the 1st April, 1974. No 
loan or advance granted for the first time on or after the 1st 
April, 1974, and no increase in the amount outstanding in 
respect of any loan or advance subsisting on the 31st March, 
1974, shall be covered by the guarantee. The Central Gov- 
ernment's liability on account of this guarantee shall be be- 
come determined at the close of business on the 31st March, 
1974. 

5. The Society shall enter into an agreement with the 
President of India in the form provided in the First Schedule 
to the Deed of Guarantee, annexed hereto, undertaking : — 

(a) to pay the dues of the bank regularly and promptly 
in accordance with the conditions laid down by the 
bank while sanctioning the loan, advance or cash 
credit; 

(b) to carry on the business of the society diligently 
with a view to making profit; 

(c) to guarantee to the Central Government repayment 
of all monies that may be recovered by the bank 
from the Central Government on account of any 
default on the part of the society to make payment 
to the bank on demand without demur; 

(d) to implement a system of regular verification of 
stocks, followed by prompt assessment of shortages, 
fixation of responsibility therefor and recovery of 
their value from those responsible; 

(e) to exercise strict caution in the extension of credit 
facilities to societies, institutions, and individuals, 
combined with measures for systematic and prompt 
recovery; 

(f) to ensure preparation of quarterly trading and profit 
and loss account and balance-sheet as on the last 
day of each quarter, together with preparation of a 
quarterly management report on the society's work- 
ing, and submit a copy of it to the Central Govern- 
ment every quarter; 

(g) to provide all facilities to the Central Government 
or any person or persons nominated b yit in this 
behalf to examine the accounts of the society and 
its working; and 

(h) to carry out any instructions, which the Central 
Govt, may issue in regard to any aspect of the 
working of the society, within a reasonable lime. 

The agreement shall be executed before the date of drawal 
of the money. The Bank shall not make any payment unless 
the signed agreement and the Letter of Consent in the form 
provided in the Second Schedule to the Deed of Guarantee 
are furnished. 

6. The Central Government’s guarantee does not extend to 
the interest on the loans and advances granted by banks. 

7. Every bank shall continue to hold all the promissory 
notes and unrealised securities which may be available to the 
bank in respect of such loans granted by it to the society, even 
after realisation by it in full of the outstanding due to it in 
respect of the loans and advances advanced by it under the 
Central Government guarantee ,till the amount remibursed 
by the Central Government as guarantor is realised. 

8. The bank shall obtain from the society and furnish to 
the Central Government, a Letter of Consent bv the society 
as in the Second Scheduled to the Deed of Guarantee, to the 
effect that the Society agrees to : — 

(a) continue to pay interest on any amount paid to the 
bank by the Central Government in pursuance of 
the guarantee at the same rate at which interest has 
been or may be charged by the bank on the loan or 
advance made to the society, until the said amount 
is paid to or adjusted in favour of the Central Gov- 
ernment; 

(b) credit or permit the bank to credit all the amounts 
paid by or recovered from the society on account of 
the loan or advance, after the date on which the 
Central Government have reimbursed any amount 
to the bank in pursuance of the guarantee, but after 
the bank’s claim in respect of the loans and advances 
covered by the guarantee has been fully satisfied and 
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so long as the amounts reimbursed by the Central 
Government together with the interest and charges 
thereon have not been reimbursed by the society; 

(c) the bank continuing to have and to exercise all the 
rights over the securities in favour of the bank in 
respect of all such loans and advances till all such 
claims of the Central Government arc satisfied; and 


1. The Surety's guarantee will be available only in respect 
of any secured loan or advance granted for specific periods 
to the Society with the prior approval in writing of the Surety 
by the Bank before the 1st of April, 1974, against the pledge 
or hypothecation of goods, which would include book debts, 
securities, investments and other movable property, The bank 
agrees to keep a margin of only 10% against such loans and 
advances. 


(d) the bank transferring its rights and claims under 
such securities to the Central Government if so re- 
quired by the la,tter. 

9. The Central Government’s guarantee shall not be in- 
voked on more than one occasion by the bank in respect of 
a particular society. The guarantee may be invoked at any 
time before the 1st April. 1974, Tho bank shall first issue a 
notice of demand on the society to pay the amounts due to it 
on account of the loans and advances guaranteed by the Cen- 
tral Government, within 30 days of the date of the notice. On 
the expiry of this period, if the society does not make pay- 
ment of the amounts, the bank may issue a notice of demand 
on the Central Govt. The Central Govt, shall reimburse to 
the bank the amount payable to it under the guarantee, within 
a period of 90 daps from the date of receipt of the bank’s 
notice Invoking the guarantee and claiming payment. 

10. The bank, seeking a guarantee in pursuance of this 
Notification, shall, in the event of the Government’s guarantee 
being invoked in the case of any loan or advance, undertaken 
to credit to the Central Government any sums which may 
be, realised from the society after the bank has realised from 
the society in full the (pans and advances guaranteed by the 
Central Govt. It shall be obligatory on the bank to take action 
in the above manner after the Central Government has re- 
imbursed tho amount under the guarantee. 

11. The obligations of the bank referred to in the above 
clauses shall continue until such time as the amount reimburs- 
ed by the Central Government under the guarantee harx been 
paid or credited to the Central Government or until the 
Central Govt, has agreed to adjust the said amount against 
any other amount due to be paid by It to the bank or to the 
society or to waive recovery of the amount.
